Troy State To Graduate Joseph Johnson Awarded 


Medals For Heroism

Joseph H, Johnson, Spe- 
cialist Five, United States 
Army was awarded the Sil- 


ver Star, March 20, for 
action January 8 and the 
Distinguished Flying Cros 
May ll for action March 4, 


Both awards wert fo. 
action in Vietnam, Spe- 
cialist Johnson is the son 
of Mrs, Comer Johnson, 
Elba. 


He received the Silvex 
Star for gallantry in actior 
against a hostile force on 
January 8, Specialist Joh: 
son distinguished himself 
by intrepid actions while 
serving as door gunner on 
a light observation aero- 
scout helicopter, On that 
mission, hishelicopter was 
on a screening mission to 
locate a downed helicopter, 
While screening for the 


ground element that was 
securing the downed air- 
craft, his helicopter sud- 
denly came under intense 
automatic weapons fire 
from an enemy force and 
he quickly dropped several 


smoke _ grenades, 
acted as a smoke screen 
for the friendly forces, 
this heroic act enabled the 
securing force to seek 
cover in their defensive 


perimeter round the 
downed ai After lo- 
cating tv iemy sold- 
iers as ii, engaged his 


helicopter, Johnson fired 
into the group of enemy 
soldiers, killing three of 
them and causing the re- 
mainder to seek cover, On 
the next pass over the en- 
emy, he exposed himself 
to the hostile fire while 
standing on the skid of the 
helicopter and killed three 
more enemy soldiers, His 
heroic action was instru- 
mental in disorganizing 
the enemy plans and saved 
the ground element from 
sustaining numberous cas- 
ualties, 

Specialist Five Johnson 
received the Distinguished 
Flying Cross for heroism 
while participating in aer- 
ial flight for actions above 
and beyond the call of duty, 
He distinguished himself 
by exceptionally valorous 
actions on March 4 while 
serving as a door-gunner 
with an air calvary team. 
On that date, he was flying 
in an aero-scout helicopter 
in the area surrounding 
Duc An when he spottec 
five dug-in and heavily 
armed enemy soldiers, He 
éngaged the hostile posi- 
tion and killed three of 
the insurgents. As his air- 
craft was withdrawing from 
tie area the two remain- 
ing Viet Cong hegan firing 
at the helicopter, Johnson 
exposed himself to their 
intense fire and killed one 
of the enemy and wounded 
the other, Spotting a cam- 
ouflaged enemy rocket pos- 
ition, he directed a violent 
hail of fire at the hostile 
fortification and destroyed 
twO more insurgents and 
the position, As the friendly 
ground forces approached 
a Village, Specialist John- 
son spotted 10 enemy sold- 
iers deployed to the front 
of the approaching element, 
tie immediately brought the 
insurgents under fire 
marking the position for 
the ground troops, He then 
observed two more Viet 
Cong digging fox holes and 
destroyed both of them by 
his accurate fire. 

\uthority for the awards 
were by direction of the 
President of the Unitec 
States under the provisions 
of the Act of Congress, 
July 1918 and July 1926, 

By direction of the 
President, Specialist J ohn- 
son was also presented the 
Air Medal “‘For distin- 
guishing himself by meri- 
torious achievement while 
participaing in sustained 
aerial flight, in support of 
combat round forces in 
Vietnam. During the period
